Weeks Output 28,518 Units as Plants Pause for Changeover 
Swing; Packard, Studebaker Prepare to Announce 1937 Models; 
1936 Production May Reach 5,000,000; July Sales Hit 357,490 


Like a pendulum poised at the end of its 


Industry swing the industry this week is just about 
Poised at a standstill, so far as production is con- 
For Swing cerned; the total for the current week is 


estimated at 28,518 units, which is based 
largely on the continuation of Ford and the return to 
production of Studebaker and Packard. This compares 
with 54,219 units for the previous week. Packard this 
week-end will announce its new lines for 1937. No details 
are available as yet. Some commercial car lines are 
being continued in production, with changes not likely to 
be made until Jan. 1, 1937. Output during August in 
thé United States and Canada reached a total of approxi- 
mately 275,000 units, which brings the total to date since 
Jan. 1, 1936, to 3,321,398 units. Thus, if we are to reach 
the predicted total of 4,600,000 for the calendar year of 
1936 it means that the industry during the remaining 
four months of the year must produce 1,278,702 units. 
Last year during the closing four months the industry 
turned out 1,199,811. Therefore, it seems almost a cer- 
tainty that this year a total of 4,600,000 is a foregone con- 
clusion and there is a real likelihood that the year will 
yield 5,000,000 units. Should the total run to 4,600,000 it 


will compare favorably with 1928, the second best year in 
the history of the industry, when 4,601,141 units were pro- 
duced. On the other hand, should the total reach or pass 
the 5,000,000 it will be the second best year in history, 
exceeded only by the 5,621,715 units in the banner year | 
of 1929. 


When we consider production from the 


Model standpoint of yearly models rather than 
Year calendar years we find that the output of 
Strong 1936 models to date has reached 4,427,399 


units, with the likelihood the total will run 
close to 4,500,000 before all 1936 production is completed. 
This will mean that from a model year standpoint 1936 
has been an outstanding success with production com- 
parable to some of the best years in the industry’s his- 
tory and well above the yearly average of 3,476,000 for 
the 10-year period, 1925 to 1935, inclusive. Predictions 
already are being made that the output of 1937 models 
will exceed 1936 by at least 10 per cent. If this proves 
true the industry stands a chance of setting a new all- 
time high next year.

That is the total passenger 
car registration at the end of 1929 was put at 23,121,589. 
During the depression years this figure was cut until in 
1933 the low mark of 20,616,234 was reached. Since that

raised the total at the end of 1935 to 22,565,347 units. 
This still leaves a good margin between our current regis- 
tration total and our proved market of 1929. In addition 
to this a very heavy percentage of the cars making up 
our 1935 total are of the vintage of 1929 and 1930, which 
must be replaced during the coming year. Commenting 
on this situation, Dow-Jones says: 

“Despite unusual recovery in automobile sales since 
1933 the industry can still look forward to several more 
large production years, barring a reversal of general 
business trend. 

“Comparison of the year’s domestic production, less 
exports required to equal total passenger car registrations 
at end of 1929-1933 and probably figure for 1936, indicates 
a sharp increase during the depression in number of very 
old cars in use—a condition which has not yet been 
corrected. 

“This fact, plus recent improvements in body design 
and economy of operation, are making fairly new cars 
obsolete, brightens the outlook for the industry over the 
next few years. 

“At the close of 1929 there were 23,121,589 passenger 
cars registered in the United States, or approximately 
the domestic output, less exports of preceding seven 
years. At the end of 1933 there were 20,616,234 cars regis- 
tered, or eight years’ domestic production less exports. 
By the close of 1936 passenger car registrations will total 
about 23,000,000, or approximately the last nine years’ 
domestic output less exports. 

“Furthermore, at the end of 1929 the three preceding 
years’ output was equal to 46.6 per cent of total regis- 
trations, while at end of 1936 the three preceding years’ 
output will be only about 36 per cent of registrations.”

Complete returns on July new passenger 
July car registrations show a total for the 
Sales month of 357,490 units. This is sharply 
357,490 down from the estimated 370,000 made in 
ADN last week on the basis of returns 
from 38 states. The closing 10 states failed to show a 
corresponding increase with that indicated by the earlier 
returns. Even at that, the July registrations this year 
were the third highest in the history of the industry, 
being exceeded only by July, 1926, with its 360,700, and 
1929 with 432,503. July this year is well above the 
285,178 for the same month a year ago. Chevrolet con- 
tinued to hold its lead over Ford during the month with 
its total 99,678 against Ford’s 81,703. Last year in July 
Ford held the lead with 83,203 against Chevrolet’s 72,226. 
The gains over last year were well divided throughout 
the list of makers with marked recovery noted in the 
upper-medium and higher priced models.

Commercial car sales for July, with a total 


Truck of 63,695, were the best for the month in 
Sales the history of the industry. The previous 
63,695 record year of 1929 yielded only 57,943 for 


the corresponding month. This July figure 
brings the total for the year to Aug. 1 to 384,177 units. 
This means that if registrations are to meet the ADN 
prediction of 600,000 units for 1936 the industry must sell 
215,283 units during the closing five months of the year. 
Last year during the closing five months the industry 
accounted for 205,377 units; even if we were to match 
this in 1936 the total for the year would set a new all- 
time high mark with 589,554 units, against the previous 
record of 527,057 in 1929. It seems reasonable, however, 
to expect almost the same increase in the last five months 
of this year over last year that obtained during the first 
seven months of the year and on this basis the year’s 
total will run above 600,000 units.
